gineer of the freight train, for running 
at a rate of from twenty to twenty-five 
miles 
as the 
evidence showed, and 
not

lookout, 
having known that a train with a 
crippled engine was not far ahead of him, 
and also on the management, the train 
dispatcher and Conductor Parks, of the 
express, for the letter's not knowing, or 
the management not informing him, 
that the fast freight was only two or 
three minutes in his rear. This covers 
the essential points of the verdict which 
will be given for publication some time 
to day.

C Dmparatively 
there were more newspapers in 1787 
than in 1887. 


THE news that the pope has asked 
the propaganda to tender forthwith for 
the contract of civilizing the black 
fellows of New South Wales, which is 
at present in the market, the contract 
price being 300,000 acres of land, re 
minds us once more how smart a man is 
now in charge of the Catholic Church. 
If the Trappists make a success of the 
aborigines they will deserve their 300 
000 acres and more besides. 


A GENTLEMAN in Liondon thought- 
lessly omitted to remove his cork legs 
before bathing. 
The laws of nature 
are seldom suspended in behalf of in 
dividuals, and they were not in this 
case. 
The gentleman was suspended 
instead. 
In the water the legs at once 
assumed a superior position, and main 
tained the upper hand of the gentle- 
man, so to speak, in spite of his mosi 
violent struggles. He would have beet 
drowned had it not been for timely 
assistance^ 


THE Ohio and MissfsHippi construction 
hands at work on a dixmp at Casyville, 
Ind., dug into an 
ancient 
burying 
ground. 
Some of the 
bodies were 
found at a depth of ten feet, buried in 
fine walnut coffins. The circumstances 
point to the fact that the bodies be- 
longed to a civilized race, but the old- 
est residents seem to have no knowl- 
edge of there ever having been a bury- 
ing ground at that point, and its his- 
tory probably dates back to the time 
of the Prench settlements. 


WHILE a circus was exhibiting at the 
base of Fern Clift, Massacihusetts, two 
boa-constrictors, something over ten 
feet in length, made their 
escape, 
which was not discovered for more than 
an hour. 
The circus men quickly 
armed w^ith clubs and started in pur- 
suit. 
They were overtaken, and witji 
some dexterous work with forked sticks 
one of them was securely pinned to the 
ground and recaptured. 
The other one 
became so ugly that no one dared at- 
tempt the capture, and he was quickly 
dispatched with clubs. 


THE total forest area of the Unitec 
States, according to the chief of the 
forestry division, is 489,910,000, and of 
this 20,000,000 acres are in Florida. 
But one state, Minnesota, has a greater 
forest growth; but three, Arkansas, 
California and Oregon, are estimated 
to have the same acreage. 
The pro- 
portion of forest to total area in Flor- 
ida is 56.7 per cent, 
and the forest 
area held in farms is 2,186,601 acres, 
or 10.9 per cent, of the total forest 
area. 
The proportion 
of forest in 
farms to the total farm area is 66.3 per 
cent. 
The area of land in farms un- 
improved, but not in forests, is 163,083 
acres, or 5 per cent, of the total farm 
area. 


THE object of a company recently or- 
ganized at Owensboro, Ky., with a cap- 
ital stock of $250,000, is the manufac- 
ture of machinery for _ the purpose of 
aging and purifying whisky after a pro- 
cess recently 
discovered. 
The ma- 
chine, as shown by a recent test, takes 
whisky as it comes from the worm and 
imparts to it all the characteristics of 
liquor four years old, eliminating the 
corn and fusil oils as perfectly as could 
be done by time and atmospheric in- 
fluences, and removing all impurities 
of whatever nature. 
The method by 
which this is accomplished is that the 
whisky is atomized by the machine, 
and while in that condition it is sub- 
jected to an enormous pressure by 
means of compressed air, through which 
the atomized whisky is passed. 


UNPUBLISHED returns of the forth- 
coming Massachusetts census for 1885, 
which have been examined by the ed- 
itor of the Provineialistj 
the new or- 
gan in Boston of the British naturaliz- 
ing movement, shows that 28 per cent, 
of the foreign population of the State 
are Canadians. 
The whole number of 
persons of foreign birth in the State is 
526,867, of whom 147,352 are Cana- 
dians. 
The total number of Canadians 
in Massachusetts in 1865 was 32,890, so 
that the number is now more than four- 
fold what it then was. 
Since 1875 
there has been a gain of 71 per cent, 
in the number of persons of provincial 
birth in the State, and the increase 
since 1880 is also marked. 
These fig- 
ures show what little effect Sir John 
A. Macdonald's "national policy" has 
in keeping Canadians at home. 
Year 
by year more and more of them are 
coming into the United States, and at 
the present rate of increase it will not 
be many years before there are more 
foreign-born Canadians in the United 
States than there are in the Dominion. 
Canada will ultimately have to do 
what so many of her sons have done— 
throw herself into the arms of the 
United States. 
That is probably the 
best and easiest way of bringing about 
A thorough commercial union. 
There 
will be no emba^rMpug questions at- 
f^dant Qpott it. 


T H E BL^ES PC TREES. 


Chulona Observattona in MMaur» 
menta of Fewest Growtb. 


[litimber World.] 


R. W. Furras, an agent of the United 
States Forestry Department, who has 
given much attention to the age of i 
tree as indicated, by rings, as well as tc 
tbe period at which trees of different 
species stop growing and that at whicl 
the wood is at its best, has reached 
some conclusions of general interest 
He says: 


"Concentric or annual rings, which 
were once accepted as good legal evi 
dence, fail, except where climate, soil, 
temperature, humidity, and all othei 
surroundings are regular and well-bal 
anced. 
Otherwise they are mere guess 
work. 
The 
only region within my 
knowledge where either rings or meas- 
uremenls were reliable indications are 
in the secluded even and regularly 
tempered valleys of the Southern Pacific 
coast." 


Annual measurements of white elm, 
catalpa, 
soft maple, sycamore, pig 
hickory, cotton wood, chestnut, 
box 
elder, honey locust, coffee tree, burr 
and white oak, black walnut, osage 
orange, white pine, red cedar, mul 
berry, and yellow willow, (nineteen 
species), made in Southeastern 
Ne- 
braska, shows that "annual growth is 
very irregular, sometimes scarcely per- 
ceptible and again quite large,** and 
this he attributes to the difference in 
seasons. 
As trees increase in age isiner 
rings decrease in size, sometimes al- 
most disappearing. 
Dimished rate in 
growth after a certain ago is a rula 
Of four great beeches mentioned in Lon- 
don, there were three, each about 
seventeen feet in girth, whose ages were 
respectively 60, 102, and 200 years 
Mr. Furras found twelve rings in 
black locust 6 years old, twenty-one 
rings in a shell-bark hickory of 12 
years, ten rings in a pig hickory of 6 
years, eleven rings in a wild crabapple 
of 5 years,' and only twenty rings in a 
chestnut oak of 24 years. 
An American 
chestnut of only 4 years had nine rings, 
while a peach of 8 years had only five 
rings. 


Dr. A. M. Childs, a resident of 
Nebraska from 1854 to 1882, a careful 
obserrer for the Smithsonian 
Institu- 
tion, who counted rings on some soft 
maples 11 years 2 months old, found 
on one side of the heart of one of them 
forty rings and not less than thirty-five 
anywhere, which were quite distinct 
when the wood was green, but after it 
had been seasoned only twenty-four 
rings could be distinguished. 
Another 
expert says that all our northern hard 
woods make many rings a year, some- 
times as many as twelve, but as the 
last set of cells in a year's growth are 
very small and the first very large, the 
annual growth can always be deter- 
mined, except when from local causes 
there is in any particular year a little 
or no cell growth. This may give a large 
number on one side. 
Upon the Pacific 
coast of North America trees do not 
reach the point where they stop grow- 
ing nearly as early as those of the At- 
lantic coast 
Two hundred years is 
nearly the greatest age attained on the 
eastern side of the continent by trees 
that retain their vigor, while 500 years 
is the case 
of several species 
on 
the w estern coast, and one writer is 
confident that a sequoia which was 
measured was not 
less than 
2,376 
years old. 
At Wrangel, latitude 36 de- 
grees, 60 mioutes, ft Western hemlock, 
six feet in diameter at the stump, was 
four feet in diameter 132 feet further 
up the trunk, and its rings showed 432 
years. 
But 
in 
the 
Old 
Bartritm 
Garden, near Philadelphia, not more 
than 150 years old, almost all the trees 
are on the down grade. 
The Quercue 
Robar, England's pvide, which at home 
is said to live 1,000 years, has grown to 
full size and died i» this garden, and 
the foreign spruces are following suit. 
Silver firs planted in 1800 are decaying. 
The great difference in the longevity of 
trees upon the western and eastern 
coasts of the continents in the Northern 
Hemisphere seems to be due to the 
warm, moist air carried by strong and 
permanent ocean currents from the 
tropics northeasterly, in both the Pacific 
and Atlantic Oceans, which make the 
climate both moist and equable in high 
latitudes. 
In Sitka, latitude 57 de- 
grees, as much as 100 inches of rain 
have fallen in a year, and the harbor is 
rarely frozen enough to hinder the 
passage of boats. 
In some winters 
scarcely any ice is seen. 


Hospital Children. 


Children are generally an element of 
brightness and innocence in hospital 
life; they so easily forget past pain, are 
ready to be amused and willing to re- 
turn the love expended upon them. 
Yet even among the little ones there 
are sometimes patients who seem hope- 
lessly degraded, for whom it appears 
impossible to desire anything but death. 
Such a one was Tommy, a little imp 
who was banished from the children's 
ward as too mischievous to be retained 
there any longer, and was therefore 
supplied with a crib among the men. 
Tommy was by the nature of his malady 
excitable and the students delighted in 
making faces at the weird little creat- 
ure till his shrill laughter rang through 
the ward. 
Tommy seldom spoke save 
to jerk out an oath, and his delight was 
in destruction. 
If he could reach a 
flower or catch a fly, he pulled either 
to pieces with equal unconcern and 
both counterpane and crib bore marks 
of his mischevous propensities. 
When 
the nurse was attending to him she had 
to keep a careful watch, or a bite or 
scratch, would repay her ministrations. 
Even after a two months' residence, 
when his malady was much better, he 
thowed no signs of gratitude or affec- 
tion to those who had cared for him so 
lonit—All the Year 
Round.

ROMAiiCE OF A CONFEDERATE FLAG. 


Its O w n e r t e d Captive J h r o n g h a P l u o h y 
U n i o n G i r L 


fAmericus (Ga.) Republican.] 


I was a regular rebel soldier, in the 
Confederate army over four years, en- 
joyed its triumphs, took my part of its 
defeats to heart as much as any one, 
starved, 
suffered, 
bled, 
froze, and 
melted in winter and summer uuder the 
glorious cross of the South, 
with 
heart as full of devotion as a child 
could have for a mother or a devotee 
to his true and beneiicient God. 


When I first started out from the 
loveliest town in an adjoining State, a 
lovely daughter of the city gave me a 
Confederate flag, made of silk, with the 
bars and starry decorated cross, shin- 
ing and gleaming with gold and silver 
threads. 
It was a jjretty thing and I 
carried it hid in an inside pocket, for 
it was not larger than a gentleman's 
handkerchief. 
1 carried it wnerever I 
"went, for I had promised to plant it on 
the Washuigton IMonument if I ever 
got there. 


Wliile Lee's army was eucamiied 
near Chambert>burg, Pa., one June af- 
ternoon I strolled out with Felix C., 
and about four miles from camp found 
a cosy retreat in a cottage inhabited 
by an elderly- lady and a beautiful girl 
of about 18 years. 
AVe got a good din- 
ner and heard the ladies deplore the 
war, for they had relatives South with 
•whom they spent the summer every 
year until the war broke out. Now 
this pleasure was debarred. 
While 
they 
were talking I went to a cool 
shade and soon fell asleep, and then 
Felix, forgetting my presence, left me. 
About two hours after I was awakened 
by the youg girl and some one talking, 
and found that a wounded federal of- 
ficer 
was her companion. 
They did 
not know of my presence, and when 
they ran upon me I was awake and 
pretty much alive; but as the officer re- 
marked, "He was not in service on ac- 
count of a wound received at Cedar 
Run, and we could exchange civilities." 
We had a pretty good talk and milk 
and bread where we were. 
During the 
talk I exposed the flag, which was 
snatched by the girl, who exclaimed 
exultingly, "I have cai^tured a rebel 
flag and intend to keej:) it." I begged 
for it, but she wilfully shook her head. 
1 told her it was a present from a dear 
friend named Mattie, 
and that she 
shotild not have it. Then she said: 
"Well, Kebel, sir! My name is Mattie, 
a good Union gii'l. I have my hands 
on the emblem of treason, a traitor's 
flag; and I'll keep it or die!" and her 
eyes flashed with fire. "I wish I were 
a man," she said, "that I too mijght 
fight." 
I tried to snatch the flag, but 
she was too quick, and the officer said 
pretty loudly, "Here, Sergeant, bring 
your men quick!" and it seemed as if 
I were surrounded by four or five men 
in blue uniforms before I could turn 
around. The girl said, "Well, Lieuten- 
ant, you can keep your prisoner in the 
cellar until you and your men have tea," 
and led the way. Soon I was locked 
up alone in a cellar, wherein there was 
no security, and the girl laughed as she 
waved the flag at me. I knew that I 
had to get out before supper was over 
and, as I pondered over my position, a 
fear began to creep over me that I was 
to suffer a long confinement in a Yan- 
kee prison. 
After an hour or two an 
inner door opened and Miss Mattie, 
who had stolen my flag, stood before 
me, candle in hand, saying: "I guess, 
Mr. Reljrel, that you and I can come to 
terms. 
You have no arms and I can 
trust you. 
I'll keep your flag, and for 
my love of friends in the South you 
shall go free. 
Cousin Robert and his 
men are eating." 


I went through the house, found their 
arms, and taking oft" the caps, wet the 
tubes throughly, stole a pistol that be- 
longed to the officer and started for the 
door while the young lady was enter- 
taining the soldiers. 
I ran thirty or 
forty steps before they discovered my 
absence, when with a yell they broke 
for their arms. 
You can bet there was 
no shooting. 
In my race toward camp 
two guards halted me, but as they were 
some distance off, I replied, "I don't 
understand," and kept running. The 
Dutchmen joined the pursuers, but a 
detachment of Lomax's cavalry ap- 
proached and they ran the other way. 
I have no desire for the return of that 
flag now, for it has been South several 
times since the war, and will come 
again and asrain. 


Hie Genesh of A Tomatf«. 


The passage from the fand-whirls ot 
die sti^ets and other desert pi ices to 
Ihe tornadoes snob as ravage the ce itral 
part of this coutotry appears at first 
right to be gradual; yet, as \ve shall 
see, though both depend upon the up- 
rosh of the warm air through the colder 
overlying mass, the conditions which 
produce the warmth, and thereby give 
rise to the current, are not exactly the 
same. 
The smaller dust-whirls occur 
everywhere in the world; tornadoes are 
limited to particular regions, and those 
of disastrous violence occur only in cer- 
tain limited parts of the earth's surface. 
One of their seats of most energetic 
development is in the central and west- 
em parts of the Mississippi Valley. 


The way in which these tornado- 
whirls are formed differs in certain es- 
sential particulars from the way in 
which whirlwinds are created, as has 
been well shown by Prof. Ferrel. The 
most important points of difference are 
AS follows: 
The dust-whirls are due to 
the heating of a thin layer of air next 
the ground. 
The small mass of this 
layer prevents its upward 
whirling 
from bringing about 
any powerful 
movements of the atmosphere. 
In the 
tornado the heat of the lower air has a 
different 
origin. 
When a 
cyclone 
passes over the surface of a coimtry, 
certain 
peculiar 
movements of the 
atmosphere 
w:hich 
it 
produces 
bring 
large 
volumes 
of 
the 
warm 
and 
moistened 
air 
to 
the earth's surface and overlay them by 
a cool stratum. 
It is not necessary for 
us to describe the exact process by 
which this condition is brought about; 
it depends upon rather comjjlicated re- 
actions which take place within the cy- 
clone whirl. It is sufficient for our pur- 
pose to note that in this manner a deep 
layer of warm air is placed next the 
surface of the earth, and that it does 
not owe its temperature in any imme- 
diate way to the heat which radiates 
from the earth's surface. 
This layer of 
warm, moist air tends to rise up for the 
same reason that the thin layer of dry 
air which forms the diist-while is im- 
pelled upward, but on account of its 
great mass the intensity of the upward 
urgence is far greater. 


In the sand-whirl the upward motion 
begins close to the earth's surfa -e, for 
the reason that the stratum which is 
impelled upward is very thin, l u t in 
the tornado the stratum of heated air 
is usually about a thousand feet thick; 
therefore its whirling action naturally 
originates at the upper surface of the 
hot layer, for it is at that point the up- 
ward motion begins. 
Starting in this 
upper region, the whirl extends pro- 
gressively 
downward. 
just 
as in 
the bath-tub the whirl extends pro- 
gressively upward from the point at 
which the motion originated, until the 
whirl may touch the surface of the 
earth. 
When these whirls begin they 
only involve a small part of the air 
about the point of origin, and so the 
acquired velocity of the particle, when 
they come to the center is not great; 
but gradually they suck air from farther 
and farther away. 
As the field of sup- 
ply becomes larger, and the particles 
move from a greater distance, they ap- 
proach that center with greater and 
greater speed, and the spiral widens and 
turns with accelerated velocity. The 
longer the journey of the particle, the 
swifter its whirling motion 
becomes. 
We may secure a familiar and fairly 
good illustration of this motion by whirl- 
ing a weight on a string, and at the 
same time allowing the string to coil 
around the 
finger, 
thus 
constantly 
shortening the length of the circuit the 
weight traverses. 
We thus 
observe 
that the speed of the motion sensibly 
increases as the line shortens.—H. 
•Whaler in. Scrilmer'ii 
Maanzine. 


The Drought of 1813. 


From the unpublished letters of Jef- 
ferson, 
recently 
appearing in the 
Southern 
Bivouac, 
the following de- 
scription of the drought of 1813 Ì3 
taken : 


From the fork of James River and 
the falls of other rivers upwards and 
westwardly, we have the most calami- 
tous year ever seen since 1755. It be- 
gan with the blockade, so that the fine 
crops of last year made in these upper 
parts, Avhich could not be at market till 
after Christmas, were shut up by that 
and lost their sale. 
After keeping my 
flour till the approach of the new har- 
vest, I was obliged to sell it, lest 
it should spoil on my hands, at a price 
which only netted me 47 cents a bushel 
for my wheat, of course a total sacri- 
fice. 
In the year 1755 it never rained 
from April to November. 
There was 
not brtiad enough to eat, and many died 
of famine. 
This year in these upper 
regions we have had not a single rain 
from April 14 to September 20, five 
months, except a slight shower in May. 
The wheat was killed by the di-ought 
as dead as the leaves of the trees now 
are. 
The stems fell before the scythe 
without being cut, and the little grain 
in the head scattered on the ground. 
From 500 acres sowed here I have not 
got in 1,500 bushels, not three times 
the 
seed. 
Our corn has suff'ered 
equally. 
From 270 acres planted, and 
which in common vears would have 
yielded from 800 to" 1,000 barrels, I! 
shall not get a barrel an acre, and a 
great portion of that will be what are 
called nubbins, being half-formed ears 
with little grain on them. Corn conse- 
quently starts with us at $3.33i, and 
being the principal food of our labor- 
ers, its purchase will be a heavy tax. 
I am told the drought has been equally 
fatal as far as Kentucky. 
There have 
been a few local exceptions here from, 
small bits of clouds accidentally pass- 
ing over some farm. 
Should the little 
wheat we have made be shut up by a 
continuance of the blockade through 
the winter, we shall be absolutely 
bankrupt by the loss of two successive 
croDs.

Causes of Sadden Deaths. 


The number of sudden deaths is 
large, perhaps increasingly so, though 
the popular impression may be false, 
since the daily press and the telegraph 
have made a neighborhood of the whole 
land. 


One source of sudden death» is acci- 
dents, but many events pass under the 
head of accidents which might have 
been foreseen and guarded 
against. 
Americans, particularly, are apt to take 
great risks; for example, in their eat- 
ing, their clothing, their building, in 
crossing railway tracks, and in many 
other ways- 


How careless we are! No staging 
need ever fall, and it would not if 
proper care were taken in the choice of 
material and in construction. 
Think 
of the frightful list of deaths resulting 
from the use of oil poured upon a 
lighted fire to cause* it to kindle more 
quickly I 


With many other causes of sudden 
death our own personal ills seem at 
first 
»ight to have almost nothing to 
do. 
There may be a fatal break in 
the physical machinery at a point 
where weakness has not been sus- 
pected. 
The heart, perhaps, becomes 
unnaturally 
enlarged, or its tough, 
muscular fiber turns to fat, and sud- 
denly there is a mortal rupture. 


Or the enfeebled heart fails to send 
blood to the brain, and the man drops 
dead in the street, or at his business, 
or, more fortunately, perhaps, in the 
midst of his family. 


In other cases there may be a de- 
generation of the cerebral artery, and 
high living, or a glass of wine, or an 
excitement of passion, may arouse the 
heart to send the blood to the brain 
with a force too great for the weakened 
arterial walls to withstand. 
These 
walls may give way at one or more 
points, the out-poured 
blood presses 
against the nerve centers, and thus is 
cut joff" the necessary supply of nerve 
force to vital organs. 
The man falls 
unconscious, and within a few days 
dies. 


We have not space to speak of other 
causes somewhat similar, but in most 
of them the weakness of the link at 
which the chain breaks is due to over- 
exertion, to too continuous brain work, 
to excesses in eating and drinking, to 
passion, to worry. 
The weak

iDeing ascertained, the fatal result may 
be prevented for years, perhaps in- 
definitely, by a carefully-regulated life.
